The occupation of 
Pretoria by the British marks the close 
of the third stage. 


The executive offices of the Transvaal 


government are in a railway car, which 
is shunted on a switch at Machadorp 
station. President Kruger caused the 
interior of the coach to be reconstructed 
Bcmp time ago, with a view to contin- 
gencies that have now arrived. 


A correspondent of The Daily Express 


•who went from Lourenzo Marquez to 
lee President Kruger, was received yes- 
terday. The president sat smoking a 
long pipe. He looked worried, but his 
bearing was quiet and dignified. He did 
not make the least objection to being In- 
terviewed. 
The 
correspondent was 


equipped for the interview by cables 
from London. 


"Yes," said Presidfent Kruger, "It in 


quite true that the British have oc- 
cupied Pretoria. This, however, does 
not mean the end of the war. Tha 
burghers are fully determined to fight 
to the last. They will never surrender 
so long as 500 armed men remain in the 
country. I feel deeply encouraged by 
the fine work Steyn and DeWet are do- 
ing in the Free State." 


The correspondent suggested that the 


war was over, inasmuch as the capital 
bad been taken. 


"The capital," exclaimed Mr. Kruger, 


with energy. "What is a capital?. It 
floes not consist of any particular col- 
lection of bricks and mortar. The cap- 
ital of the republic, the seat of govern- 
ment, is here in this car. There i» no 
magic about any special site. Our coun- 
try is invaaed, it is true; but it is not 
conquered. The government is still ef- 
fective," 


Referring to the reason why he left 


Pretoria, Mr. Kruger said: "I was not 
so" foolish as to be taken prisoner. I 
provided this means of locomotion, pre- 
cisely for the came reason as our 
burghers supply themselves with horses 
when they take the field.. It is neces- 
sary that I should be able to move quick- 
ly from place to place. That is all. Bys 
and bye this car will take me back to 
Pretoria, where I could be of no service 
and where I should only play into the 
hands of the enemy." 


"They say, Mr. Kruger," remarked 


the correspondent, "that you have 
brought with you gold to tbt value «f 
£2,000.000." 


"It is not true," replied the president. 


"Whatever monetary resources I may 
have with me are simply those whiclirtve 
require for state purposes. At the same 
time I am not going to tell you where 
our treasure ia. Let Iiord Roberta find 
It if he can." 


"They also say in England, Mr. Kru- 


ger, that you contemplate taking refuge 
on a Dutch man-of-war at Lourenzo 
Marquez."

Invention Which May Make 


Cablegrams Cheaper Than 


Postal Cards 


New York, June 8.— Dr. M. I. Pupln of 


Columbia university recently prepared 
for the American Institute ot Eiectrical 
Engineers, In Philadelphia^ a paper in 
which the author described' a method for 
constructing -a Cftblw or an air line cir- 
cuit such that £' would be possible to 
telephene over it from New Tork to San 
Francisco with perfect ease, or even 
from New York to London through a 
submarine cable made upon the prin- 
ciples announced. 


In the current issue of The Electrical 


Review Dr. IPupin further describee. In 
an interview, some of the features of his 


The idea of telephoning through a 


trans-Atlantic cablqf he says, is easily 
possible, though of doubtful practica- 
bility. It is not, perhaps, a commercial 
possibility, nor would there be a very 
great demand for use of a cable for this 
purpose. The real advantage of Ms in- 
venition lies, he thinks, in Its applica- 
tion to telegraphy. 
The speed of sig- 


naling ca,n be increased, he states, from 
five impulses per seoittid to 1500. It will 
multiply the capacity of Atlantic cables 
about 309 times. This would make it 
possible for the rates on cable message* 
to be lawered until cablegrams would 
actually be cheaper than postal cards 
and infinitely quicker.

. maximum two-cent rate. This rate is 


already in force on the New York Cen- 
tral road. It should be required to ex- 
tend the same moderate concessions to 
the leased line in Massachusetts.— 
Springfield Republican. 


North Adams has its word t lay in 


this matter, too. If the Bottonians 
argue that the matter of fares can be 
settled later, because the state retains 
the right in the bill, ana thai, tins alius 
for the hub cannot be obtained at any 
other time or in any other way, they 
may be reminded that state interfer- 
ence on behalf of cheaper transporta- 
tion has fallen into decay from dis- 
use. If the 
people of the common- 


wealth at large get no concessions now 
they are not likely to get them at a 
later day, and the fact that this two 
million and a half was eztorted for 
Boston would be effectively used In the 
future to defeat a movement in the 
direction of lower fares. No doubt the 
Boston influence would appear and 
blandly say the New York Central had 
been as generous as the people should 
expect and to require the corporation 
to do more would surely tend to a low- 
ering of the public service in the Inter- 
eat of reasonable dividends. 


UNITED STATES AND CHINA 


The "Boxer" outbreak In China will 


speedily end or, judging from what is 
allowed to come to the surface in di- 
plomatic circles in both Great Britain 
and this country, the United States will 
have a large part to play in Eastern 
politics. It was at first the intention 
of the United States to act independ- 
ently and remain aloof just as far as 
possible from the European powers in 
the safeguarding 
of Americans and 


other foreigners in the troubled section 
of China. This was in keeping with 
the traditional policy of the United 
States and was to be commended by 
the American people. But the situa- 
tion has developed to a degree and in 
a way which makes it almost impos- 
sible for this government to put In 
practice the first Intention. 


The situation in China is seriously 


complicated. There appears to be in- 
trigue within intrigue in that empire as 
there ha* been since the powers as- 
sumed authority in its destinies. One 
ptwtr suspects another and Russia is 
more suspected than any of them. 
Japan recognizes a possible menace to 
her national freedom in the present 
situation and Is strongly opposed to an 
increase of Russian power in China for 
this reason. 
Heretofore the world 


looked to Great Britain to exercise the 
restraining hand and probably it would 
do so now were it not that that power 
is fully occupied In South Africa. Great 
Britain, herself, is not anxious to as- 
sume the lead at present in China's af- 
fairs though there Is no doubt but that 
the public opinion of the nation would 
uphold the government if it chose to 
take the Initiative. 


Bo it comes that the United States is 


practically forced to become a leader 
. In the Orient. The European powers 
. and Japan are practically a unit in 
1 favor of maintaining the integrity of 
China.* Russia, on tho other hand, 
would welcome a condition of affairs 
that would permit a larger exercise of 
'hef military arms for which sht> would 
demand or probably keep after she had 


• taken possession of It, an 
abundant 


bii- 


anoe of power would past wholly to 
Russia and that the perfect freedom of 
commerce would ultimately be destroy- 
ed are the forces compelling United 
States activity. A diplomat at Wash- 
ington ban «ald to the New York 
Herald that the United States is the 
one power that can decide the fats of 
China. 


"If the United States will say that it 


is opposed to the despatch by Russia 
or any other power of a larger force 
into China than that sent by the other 
governments," he continued, "Such ac- 
tion will not be taken by Russia, This 
is the great result of the acquisition of 
the Philippines by this oountry. Presi- 
dent McKlnley has in the Philippines 
a well trained force of 60,000 men, who 
aie tired of pursuing flying natives, and 
who would be glad to have an oppor- 
tunity to operate in a country \\here 
the climate is better and where the 
enemy will not run away. 
\V'lth the 


United States acting with Great Brit- 
ain and Japan, Russia would not dare 
to act. But what is necessary is for 
this government formally to announce 
its policy at once, If in line with what 
I suggest, ao as to give warning. I am 
sure the warning would be heeded." 


The opportunity of the United States 


seems about to have come, and Min- 
ister Conger has been advised in a way 
that shows this government is not dis- 
posed to pass its opportunity or shrink 
its responsibility. 
He has been in- 


structed to act in unison with the other 
powers. The "Washington correspon- 
dent of the SpringfleJd Republican, in 
discussing the 
United 
States, 
as 


"guardian of the neutrality," of China, 
says: 


'"Wide discretion has been given to 


Maj. Conger, the American minister at 
Pekin, because it is believed that he 
will be able to act on the ground with 
greater intelligence and promptness 
than those removed many thousands of 
miles from the scene of disorder. If 
Minister Conger should commit the 
United States to resolute action, how- 
ever, for the purpose of preventing the 
dissolution of the Chinese empire or 
preventing any single power from ac- 
quiring a paramount interest there, he 
probably would not find himself de- 
serted by the department at home." 


Such is the world importance to 


which the master of Manila Bay has 
arisen. If it grows from bad to worse 
the United States may say to Russia 
or to any of them "stop" and they will 
stop. Thus it is that America has it 
within her power to avert a serious 
danger to the national life of Japan, 
save for China what little national 
character she now is in possession of 
and ensure the rights of free commerce 
in the ancient empire. 


If we could be in better business let 


our "aati" accusers say what it might 
be.

Chinese civilization and thought by the 
dispatches which showed one of China's 
bravest generals and all of his troops 
to have a superstitious fear of the 
"Boxers." It had been said that "Box- 
ers" shot had risen and run away and 
the soldiers believed it. 


Congress has adjourned, three days 


late, and the public will experience 
some relief. It was mora than the or- 
dinary observer of current events could 
do to take in all the Wsahington 
doings and keep apace with the rest of 
the great movements. No doubt con- 
gress has not received the public atten- 
tion it deserved. There have been few 
sessions which dealt with more history- 
making. 


"Yesterday afternoon's session, al- 


most wholly absorbed with the armor 
plate flght, was notable chiefly as an 
occasion for intensifying lhe impres- 
sion already made by Senator Hanna 
as a debater, for he is proving to be 
one of the readiest and cleverest ver- 
bal fencers on the floor.

A FRENCH EXPERIMENT. 


Sew Way to Save Children From 


Moral Danger*. 


A very novel society hae Just been 


established in P_«yis. Its title is Pa- 
tronage Familiel, and its object Is to 
protect from moral dangers children 
who nave not yet joined the criminal 
class, but who show a tendency to be- 
come vicious and dangerous to society,. 
says the Chicago Times-Herald. This 
object it purposes to attain by an en- 
tirely new method, which can best be 
explained in the words of M. Louia 
Aljanel, president of the society. 


'"The army of criminals," says M. 


Albanel, "is Increasing unceasingly, 
and children form an annual contin- 
gent which is ever becoming more nu- 
merous. Statistics show that within 
the past 20 years the number of crimes 
committed by minors has increased by 
40 per cent. Now, I gladly admit that 
charitable and philanthropic institu- 
tions are doing a good deal to lessen 
this evil, but it must be remembered 
that they only hold out a helping band 
to those children who have once fallen; 
hardly one of them makes an effort to 
preserve children from filing. 


""Why do children, even In the best 


families, become criminals? 
Atavism 


may be one cause, but there are others 
also which must be taken into account. 
These are bad company, the habit of 
staying away from, school, loafing in 
the streets, reading bad .books and sen- 
sational newspapers—in. a word, the 
one great cause why so many children 
become criminals is because the neces- 
sary surveillance over their conduct is 
lacking. 


"A preventive hygiene Is necessary. 


Several magistrates, lawyers and doc- 
tors have formed the society of which 
I am president, and we propose to keep 
a watchful eve on the children of Paris 
in future. Each active member of the 
society will be placed in charge of a 
certain district, and in this way the en- 
tire city will be covered. The children 
over whom we intend to exercise sur- 
veillance will be those who have been 
once arrested or who are known to the 
police as troublesome characters. We 
will visit such children In their homes 
or at their schools and have friendly 
talks with them. We will suggest to 
them the books they ought to read, we 
•will strive to interest them la healthy 
amusements, and, above all, we will 
avail ourselves of every possible op- 
portunity to impress upon their rainds 
the necessity of getting rid of bad 
habits. 
We feel that socb. children 


ought to know the dangers ahead of 
them and ought to understand fully, 
the stern fact that ruin awaits them 
if they persist in leading wayward 
lives." 


In conclusion it may be said that the 


Patronage Pamiliel is receiving loyal 
support from many Influential persons 
and has won the warmest encomiums 
from philanthropists and educators. 
It Is admitted that the experiment Is a 
novel one, butifrthe general belief Is that 
It will prove a success, and there are 
Eome even who claim that It Is the 
most practical plan for regenerating 
the children of a great city which has 
ever been framed.

He 
Is often employed even by town author- 
ities who fail to realize that they are 
merely his dnpas when his art proves 
inadequate to the task of discovering 
water sources. Among implements be- 
sides the divining rod which these sor- 
cerers, water seers or wizards have de- 
vised as the means of divination are 
mineral rods equipped with a magnet 
at one end, exploring pendulums, hy- 
droscopic compasses and many others. 


In March last a commission was ap- 


pointed in France to study all the ap- 
paratus and methods employed by di- 
viners. The French engineer M. Ber- 
thler de Rollicre Is the president of the 
commission. He is now engaged hi 
making a collection of divining Imple- 
ments of all kinds. He is accumulat- 
ing all the literature he can find on the 
subject, and there are not a few books 
and articles in reviews and Journals, 
mostly written by men who claim to be 
gifted In this lino. He is also collect- 
Ing the names and addresses of invent- 
ors of the alleged devices. 


It is needless to say that scientific 


men regard tiese diviners as frauds 
pure and simple. 
They believe the 


whole business is akin to that of the 
fortune teller, the fake spiritualist or 
any other charlatan, and they think It 
strange that the frauds have so Song 
been permitted to ply their vocation 
without fear of prosecution. Usually 
the victims are the only ones to suffer, 
and they have to pay dear for their 
gullibility. 


It is high ttae.the whole matter was 


thoroughly Investigated. The French 
coc?mission proposes to make its inqui- 
ry fiirreachlng and to place the whole 
matter before the public in its proper 
light, says the New York Sun. A re- 
port that will be accepted generally as 
a result of an able at»d thorough inves- 
tigation will be a boon, for it will 
greatly diminish the number of victims 
of a class of sharpers who should have 
been suppressed long ago.

Reported Today In Legislature, Tolman 


CritioiiM Delay 


In the legislature yesterday the com- 


mittee on railroads was severely cri- 
ticized for its long delay. "I live 151 
miles from Boston." aald Senator •»!- 
man sadly, "I do not mean to show dis- 
courtesy to the honorable senators who 
keep asking postponements, but I have 
voted against each motion because I 
want to get home to my family some- 
time before the snow flies." His plea 
was effective, and there were no more 
motions to postpone. 


The committee reached an agreement 


last night on the lease bill, deciding by 
a vote of 13 to 3 to report it today. The 
bill contains a number of important 
provisions, notably that requiring a re- 
turn of earnings and operating ex- 
penses to the Massachusetts railroad 
commissioners. 


The bill also provides that the New 


York Central shall expend $2,500,000 on 
the terminal facilities in Boston. 


The bill also provides in brief, that 


the commonwealth does not waive or 
release any right or privileges which it 
may now have, but expressly reserves 
and retains such rights. Those include 
the right to reduce rates and fares, to 
compel service, etc.' 


It is stipulated that there shall be no 


higher rate for freight from any point 
to Boston than is charged to New 
York. Nor shall said New York Cen- 
tral railroad company diminish or al- 
low to be diminished, the facilities for 
travel and business over the Boston 
and Albany railroad. 


It shall be subject to provisions of all 


Kws in force concerning railroad cor- 
porations. All reports and returns of 
bi'Siuess shall be made by the New 
York Central respecting the Boston 
and Albany, as is required of other 
roads in this state, and it shall be sub- 
ject to penalty for non-compliance. 


8p»nl»b War Veterans 


The house has gone on record again 


in favor of setting aside the civil-ser- 
vice law for the benefit of the soldiers 
of the Spanish war. An amendment of

Reed Inquest Again in Ses- 


sion Today and Much 


Testimony Taken 


WORKING ALONG THE MAIN LINE 


Two Newspaper Men, 
W. R. Sanford 


and T. A. HajqeMy, Asked About 
Published Stories. 
Amateur 


Detectives also Among the 


Nine Witnesses Examined 


The inquest on the Reed murder case 


was resumed this morning in the dis- 
trict court room, and more witnesses 
examined than have before been pres- 
ent at a single session for some time. 
There were nine in all, and various 
lines of evidence were under investiga- 
tion. 


The inquest began at 10 o'clock, and 


after a two hours' session adjourned 
to this afternon at 1.30, when two more 
witnesses were heard. All but on* of 
the witnesses were from this city, and 
it was apparent that the officers were 
again working most of the time alonij 
the line that Detective Dunham has 
been following since he has been here. 


The first witness examined were W. 


T. Terry, H. C. Terry and Sidney S. 
Terry, all of whom have beeu working 
as amateur detectives 
on the case 


along independent lines, and one of 
whom recently published a long article 
purporting to be in connection with 
the murders. Their testimony showed 
that they had worked along lines dif- 
ferirv from each other, and starting 
with different motives for the crime. 
Most of their testimony is believed to 
have been rather disconnected. 


John Morgan of this city was called 


and told of some conversation he had 
heard in the Reed house on the after- 
noon before the murder. 
Henry E. 


Davis and Elmer Bryden testified as 
to conditions about the Reed house and 
barn at about the time of the murder, 
which would be of value only as it 
mis-ht fit with other testimony, Mi- 
chael King of Clarksburg, who has 
been before the court at previous ses- 
sions of the inquest was given another 
opportunity to tell his story, which 
did not differ materially from what he 
has told before. 


This afternoon W. R. Sanford, editor 


and publisher of the Evening Herald, 
and Thomas A. Haggerty, city editor 
of the Evening Herald and local cor- 
respondent of the Boston Herald, were 
called to testify In regard to certain 
articles that have appeared in those 
two papers. There recently appeared 
in the Evening Herald an article pur- 
porting to be an interview with a man 
who said that he expected to be ar- 
rested for the murder, and who said he 
was prepared for it, and ready to prove 
his innocence. 


Although the officers would not say 


anything in regard to It, it is presumed 
that the newspaper men were asked par 
ticularly in regard to that a^ged in-

ton Herald. 


The inquest adjourned to be resumed 


at call. It is probable that it will not 
be resumed till some time next week.

; Thirty-six thousand eyes in one head! 
i^This may appear a little like exaggera- 
tion, but it is a fact. Science, backed by 
Itho microscope, says so, and science 
•never stretches the truth. Should it do 
£0 it -would cease to be a science. 


Argus "was fabled to have a hundred 


ey.es, but Argus would be a very insig- 
nificant curiosity compared with the 
latest discovery in the insect kingdom. 
There ate numbers of insects with 100 
and even 500 eyes, but when the num- 
ber of optics allotted to a single insect 
jteochea up into the thousands the idea 
OH startling. 


Naturalists have recently been engag- 


ed in the study of this most interesting 
subject. Each succeeding day brings 
njoro marvelous results until the as- 
tounding discovery has been made that 
the common dragon fly, or mosquito 
hawk, while Seemingly possessed of 
only two visual organs, really has as 
many as 86,000, each of the two visible 
to the ordinary observer being subdivid- 
ed into 18,000 separate lenses, each eye- 
let having a' distinct nerve connecting 
it with the brain and acting entirely 
independently of its myriads of com- 
panions. 


The theory most generally adopted 


,by scientists is that, while far superior 
to the eye of higher animal life as re- 
jgards moving objects, the power of ob- 
jaervation of the composite eye is inferior 
.in its application to stationary things. 
The reason is this: 'Tho moving object 
:is first observed by onoof the thousands 
!of facets, which perceives it for the in- 
finitesimal part of a second that it takes 
to get out of the arc of vision of that 
particular lens and pass into that of an- 
other, each movement being separately 
telegraphed to the brain by the facet on 
duty. But with a stationary object it is 
different, since for same reason the 
minor organ fails to focus accurately, 
and so render the object less distinct 
than when viewed by eyes of only one 
lens each. 


• 
A question which continues to puzzle 


the scientists is whether the animal or 
insect sees as many images of the objects 
as he has eyes, or facets. For instance, 
does the dragon fly fancy he is flitting 
over 86,000 ponds, or does he see only 
one? Probably one, for the two eyes of 
a human being in normal condition show 
but a single image. Besides, apart from 
the lenses and cones in front, the eye is 
a hollow sphere pierced by perforations 
running down the facets toward the 
center. It follows that the light impres- 
sions thus form a single picture, or mo- 
saic, as it were, each facet presenting a 
slightly different picture from its neigh- 
bor and the group presenting a perfect 
Whole. 


There are many other animals pos- 


sessed of an extraordinary number of 
eyes. James Francis Stevens, a noted 
entomologist, is said to have recorded 
2,000 such species in his garden in one 
afternoon, while Jfrancis Pascoe, anoth- 
er noted naturalist, counted 80 different 
specimens on hia library window. 


The common scallop, for instance, has 


many eyes scattered irregularly over its 
body. The lobster lias massed together 
in each orb more than a hundred dis- 
tinct geyes, and, unlike human eyes, 
these are set forward, instead of being 
sunk inward. Does the poor lobster see 
things a hundredfold? If so, possibly it 
is in avoiding the 99 imaginary lobster 
pots that he stumbles into the real one. 
The common house fly has 4,000 eyes, 
the cabbage butterfly 17,000, the drone 
fly 8,000, the honeybee 6,300. But still 
at the head of the list stands the mos- 
quito hawk, or dragon fly, with his 
86,000. As his name suggests, while 
not despising any of the smaller insects, 
his specialty is the mosquito. Indeed he 
has so succeeded in terrorizing these lit- 
tle pests that his lifeless form still fills 
them with alarm. In localities where 
mosquitoes are troublesome an effectual 
mode of ridding the place of them con- 
sists in suspending a- dead dragon fly 
from the ceiling by a piece of thread. 
Those who havo tried it say that it has 
never been known to fail. 


Up to a certain point these multi- 


tudinous eyes may be compared to win- 
dows fitted with innumerable panes of 
glass. The panes, however, are of dif- 
ferent forms. Some, like those of the 
bee and the ant, are six sided, remind- 
ing us of tbo pattern EO common in 
Gothic architecture. Some, again, are 
diamond shaped and others square. 


Another interesting branch of this in- 


teresting subject is the study of the near 
and far sighted insects. Johanna Mul- 
ler long ago pointed out that the fligh* 
of insects depends upon their power of 
vision. This will account for the differ- 
ence in the flights of the common bouse 
fly and the wasp. The one confines him- 
self to short flights. As his food is al- 
ways to be found within a small area, 
he flies in short curves and circles. But 
the wasp is remarkably sharp sighted, 
and the arrangement of the lenses shows 
that his lino of vition is decidedly for- 
ward. Here, aa^tin, the dragon fly is pre- 
eminent. He has well been called the 
tyrant of the air. lie alone is able to 
take perfectly straight lines at enormous 
•peed for long distances, evidently see- 
ing well what is abend of him.— New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

PARK BILL HEARING 


No Opposition Before Com- 


mittee on Cities Last 


Evening 


FAVORABLE REPORT 
EXPECTED 


Ntw Draft Of Bill Presented. City So- 


licitor Ashe Appear* for City. 


Committee With Their Wives 


go up Greylock Today 


The legislative committee on cities 


gave a hearing last evening on the bill 
to authorize the city to take the old 
North Church street cemetery for a 
public park, and will in all probability 
report in favor of the bill. As report- 
ed yesterday, a new draft of the bill 
has been drawn up and presented to 
the committee last evening to substi- 
tute *or the first draft. (This is given 
in full below. 


The hearing was opened shortly be- 


fore 8 o'clock in the city council cham- 
ber at city hall, and was attended by 
several citizens who were interested. 
The only speaker was City Solicitor 
Aslio, who spoke in favor of the bill. 
No one appeared in opposition, and it 
was stated that Lawyer Parkhurst, 
counsel for the Colegrove heirs, had 
authorize^ the statement that the new 
draft of the bill was satisfactory to his 
clients. This provides that any claim 
for damages shall be adjusted by the 
city council, and that if the council'9 
award is not satisfactory, the case may 
be carried to the supreme court. 


Mr. Ashe, in beginning his statement 


of the case, explained the new draft 
of the bill, which had been prepared 
after talking with those interested in 
the property, and making provision for 
the award of possible damages. 


The old cemetery 13 in the heart of 


the city, he said, near tenement houses, 
and has for many years been practi- 
cally without care. It now stands in 
the name of the deacons of the Baptist 
church, to whom it was given in trust 
July 11, 1843, by Mrs. Lydla CoTegrove, 
to be used aa a burying ground. The 
old deed was shown the committee, and 
a copy of it was asked far. 


Mr. Ashe explained that in taking the 


cemetery the city had to deal not ohTy 
with property right* but to some de- 
gree with senitiment, and said that the 
present draft of the bill was satisfac- 
tory to the three persons claimins 
descent from Mra Colegrove, He ex- 
plained the purchase of the adjoining 
pieces of property by a syndicate of 
local men, who stood ready to turn 
it over to the city fed: the purchase 
price* 


The committee, through the se-intp 


chairman, Mr. Chamberlain, asked a 
number of questions, in regard to the 
cemetery to which the bodies and 
monuments would be moved, and In 
regard! to the method of securing lots 
in the old cemetery when it was In 
use. The committee were shown pic- 
tures of North Adams at the time the 
cemetery was given for public use, and 
at the present time, from the North 
Adams 
Illustrated, 
published 
two 


years ago, showing the growth about 
the cemetery. 


Senator Chamberlain asked if any ef- 


fort had been made to going to the 
courtg to have the trust ended, in ac- 
cM-d.inc With a general law recently 
p-'^ed. This had not been done, as the 
gvn?rnl law made provision only for 
the ™d;r/j of the trust, and not for 
the taking of the property. The law 
was looked up by Mr. Chamberlain (and 
was found to read thai the jxetition 
must be made fey one of the persons 
immediately related to the donor of 
the property. 


The hearing was then declared closed, 


and the committee went into executive 
session, and wl1! make their report to 
the legislature next week. 
There Is 


believed to be no doubt that they will 
report in favor of the new bill, 


The BUI a» Reviled 


The following is tho new bill ini full, 


which will be substituted for the bill 
recently introduced to the legislature: 


An Act to authorize the City of North 


Adams to take land for a Public Park. 


Section 1—The City of North Adams 


is hereby authorized to take land and 
rights in land situate on the East side 
on North Church street in said city, by 
gift, purchase, eminent domain or 
otherwise, and said City is also, hereby 
authorized to take the land on the East 
side of North Church street in said city 
formerly used as a public burial ground 
and known as the North Church street 
Cemetery, the record title to which is 
in the names of the Deacons of the 
First Baptist Church of North Adams 
as Trustees, and the rights in land and 
rights of way connected therewith, by 
purchase, eminent domain or other- 
wise, and to hold, preserve and main- 
tain all such land, and rights in land, 
and rights of way for a public park or 
common, and may, subject to the pro- 
visions of section three of this act, re- 
move the remains of the dead and the 
monuments erected to their memory In 
said North Church street Cemetery to 
lots in Southvlew Cemetery in said 
City, and shall pay all the costs and 
expenses incident to the removal of the 
remains and the re-erection of said 
monuments: and the owners of lots in 
the North 
Church street

burial lots in the Southyiew Cemetery, 
and in such exchange the relative size, 
location and value of lota so exchanged, 
with all improvements shall be consid- 
ered. Said park shall be called Cole- 
grove park. 


Section 2—Said city shall fix a time 


for the removal of said remains and 
monuments and shall publish notice 
thereof once each week for three suc- 
cessive weeks In some newspaper pub- 
lished in said city, the iast publication 
thereof to be at leaet seven days be- 
fore the time fixed for said removal. 


Section 3—Upon a request In writing 


by any relative or friend of one whose 
remains are to be removed, said re. 
mains may be Interred and said monu- 
ments erected In any other cemetery 
and the expense of the removal oC 
iuoh remains, not exceeding a distance 
of twenty miles, their re-interment and 
the re-erection of any monument to 
their memory, removed from the North 
Church Street Cemetery shall t» borne 
by the City of North Adams. 


Section 4.—The uea.com of the First 


Baptist Church of North Adams are 
hTehv authorized to convey said real 
estate to the City of North Adams. 


Section 6—The City Council of North 


Adams shall estimate and determine aa 
near an may be all dama£en sustained 
by any, person or corporation by tba 
I 


taking of land or rights in land In exe- 
pution of tho powers herein granted, 
but any party aggrieved by Mich de- 
termination may have too damages 
queued in the manner provided by law 
with respect to damages sustained by 
rttaon of the laying out of ways. If 
upon trial damages shall be increased 
beyond the award the party shall re- 
cover costs: otherwise he shall pay 
costs, and costs, shall be taxed as in 
civil cases. Within sixty days after the 
taking ot any land under this act, the 
City of North Adams shall file and 
cause to be recorded In the proper 
registry of deeds a description thereof 
sufficiently accurate fo" identification 
with a statement of the purpose for 
which the same was taken: and no 
suit for damages shall be brought after 
the expiration of two years from the 
date of Such recording. 


Section 6—The City of North Adams 


may raise, appropriate and expend 
such sums of money as may be deemed 
best for the purposes of this Act and 
the improvement of such park and may 
incur indebtedness beyond the limit of 
indebtedness fixed by law and may is- 
sue notes or scrip therefor. But the In- 
debtedness so incurred beyond the debt 
limit shall not exceed one fourth of one 
per cent of the assessed valuation of 
North Adams. The securities so issued 
shall be payable within thirty years 
from the date thereof, and it shall not 
be necessary to establish a sinking 
fund for the payment of the same un- 
less said city shall so vote. The pro- 
visions of Chapter twenty-nine of the 
Public Statutes and of Acts in amend- 
ment thereof and in addition thereto 
shall, except as herein otherwise, pro- 
vided apply to the indebtedness hereby 
authorized and the securities issued 
thereunder.

Committee*' Trip to Grevloek

Can Redeem Revenue Stamps 


Collectors of internal revenue have 


received an order of general interest 
from Washington relative to an act 
authorizing the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue to redeem or make allow- 
ances for internal revenue stamps. 


The act provides that the commis- 


sioner of internal revenue, subject to 
regulations prescribed by the secretary 
'of the treasury, may, upon receipt of 
satisfactory 
evidence of the facts, 


make allowance for or redeem such of 
the stamps, issued under authority of 
law, 
to denote the payment of any in- 


ternal revenue tax, as may have been 
spoiled, destroyed or rendered useless 
or unfit for the purpose intended, or 
for which the owner may have no use, 
or which througli mistake may have 
been Improperly or unnecessarily used, 
or where fates of duties represented 
thereby have been excessive in amount, 
paid in error, or In any manner wrong- 
fully collected.
